kow, the Ruffian Minifter to Conftantinople, after 
he had spotted the Danube in the Retinue of the 
Grand Vizier’ The Excufé with which they pre- 
tended to palliate that Proceeding, was their Appre- 
henfion that the faid Minifter was in danger of being 
infulted by the Troops ; but the crue Reafon is, that 
the Grand Vizier did not care he fhould be any 
longer a Witnefs, of the little Order and Regularit 

that there is in the Ottoman Army, and of the Dif- 
refpect with which the Officers are treated by the 
Soldiers, without daring to punifh them for it. The 
Army is indeed numerous and well furnifhed with 
Artillery, Ammunition and Provifions, but it wants 
one material Article, and that is Engineers. The 
Porte thought they fhould have eafily got fome from 
Foreign Countries, by their Emiffarics whom they 
fent to feveral Parts, promifing them great Advan- 
tages; but after ee Attempts which have been 
for moft Part unfuccefsful, none have yet offer’d 
themfelves, except a few Renegadoes from Barbary. 

The Ruffian Envoy at Berlin, has received Advice 
from Petersburg, that the Czarina has declared to 
the Minifters of the mediating Powers, that the defiits 
from her Demand of Money from the Porte for 
the Ravages committed by the Tartars on the 
Ruflian Frontier, but that fle will never recede 
from her three other Demands, viz. 1. ‘That all her 
Subjects carried into Turky, be fer at Liberty and 
fent to their own Country. 2. Tinat the Cisies of 
Precopand. Afoph, be re-united for ever to the Ruf- 
fian Empire. 3. Thar all the Tartars on this Side 
the Dnieper, fhall hereafter be Tributaries to that 
Empire. At the fame Time the Ottoman Porte, 
notwithftanding their Jate Mortifications, talk as big 
as ever. 

They now write from Petersburg, that the Count 
de Munich has caufed the Lines of Precop to be 
demolifhed, and that he is march’d with his Army 
to join the Forces under the Generals Lafcy and 
Kleift, in order to proceed jointly with them, to 
obferve the Turkifh Army which has paffed the 
Danube.

is nothing in the faid Treaty, to the Difadvantage of 
the faid Company. The Contents of this Treaty, 
are indeed as yet a Secret to the Publick ; but Mr. 
Treors, who has the Care of the Britith Affairs at the 
Hague, in the Abfence of his Excellency Mr. Wal- 
pole, has communicated it to their High Mighti- 
neffes ; and fuch isthe Impatience of fome Politicians 
on this Side the Water to fee it, that we are told, 
they have wrote to their Correfpondents in Holland, 
to do their utmoft to get them a Copy of it. Mean 
time they write from Stockholm, that the Danith 
Envoy at that Court, has frequent Conferences with 
Count Horn and the Directors of the Swedith Com- 
any, on Account of the Complaints made by the 
Dutch, againft the India Companies both of Sweden 
and ,Denmark, and that the Courts of Stockholm 
and Copenhagen, have refolved to make a t 
Caufe of this Affair, for the better Defence of the 
Rights of their Subjedts, and the Prerogatives of 
their Crowns. : 
"Tis afirm'd, that the Queen of Spain has made 
an Offer of Ships, and Men, aod Money, to the

that Country would infallibly be attended with the 
Lofs of all they have on this Side of the Danube. 

By a Ship arrived at Leghorn from Smyrna, ‘tis 
conhrmed, that Captain Dyche, who carried Theo- 
dore to Corfica, fhot himfelf with a Piftol, and that 
the Englifh Conful at Smyrna has, by Order from 
Court, caufed the faid Ship and all her Crew to be 
feized. , 

The Mafters of two Ships arrived at Leghorn, 
one English the other Dutch, fay, that they faw 
45 Sail upon the Coatt of Grenada, fteering towards 
the Coaft of Barbary, and ‘tis believed they are the 
fame Veffels that took on board at Cadiz the two 
Spanifh Regiments, and that of Ircland, for the Re- 
lief of the Garifons of Oran and Ceuta. 

The Court of Naples, for putting a Stop, as ‘tis 
panne to the Murders that have been lately fo 
requent in that Kingdom, but more likely for pres 
venting any Enterprizes of the Subjects to the Difturs 
bance of the Government, have prohibited all the 
People in the Country, under fevere Penalties, to 
keep any Arms whatiocver at their Houfes, and com- 
manded them to put them into Hands of fuch Perions 
as the Court fhall appoint, who are to depofitthem in 
a Place where they are to be atthe King’s Difpofal. 

The Duke de Montemar, who is at Pifa, does not 
yet fet about evacuating Tufcany, but he ftill de- 
tains the foreign Ships hired for his Mafter’s Service, 
tho’ the Captains have feveral Times prefled him to 
be difmified. ‘Thefe Ships are in Number 33, moft 
of them Englifh and Dutch, and the Hire of ‘em 
comes to 6000 Piftoles a Month. 

The lait Advices from Corfica, by the Way of 
Leghorn, fay, thatthe Greeks, fetiled in that Ifland, 
who are firm tothe Genoefe, went from Ajaccio to 
the Number of 500, to invade a certain Province 
beyond the Mountains; but that Luke Ornano the 
Governor, having Notice of their Approach, drew 
them into an Ambufh, whereby they were defeated, 
and obliged to furrender Prifoners of War, with the 
Lofs of 70 of their Men. 

The Letters directy from Genos, which are of the 
th Infant O. §. don't mention the News that came 
y the French Mail, of the Depofing of Baron 

Neuhoff; but they fay, that the Republick has fent 
a freth Supply | Money to its Frieads in Corfica, 
together with Ammunition and Provifions.

According to fome Advices from Vienna, there's 
a T'alk of an Alliance on Fcot between the Empcror 
and the Kings of France, Spain, and Sardinia, for 
confirming the Péace of Europe ; and the Report of the 
fpedly MEtiagé pt the King Don Carlos is revived ; 
but to what Prince!s ts not agreed. 

There's fuch a Sicknefs at Stockholm, owing, 4s 
the Phyficians fay, to the People’s eating too much 
unripe or bad Fruit, that none is futlerea to be ex- 
poled to Sale, till it has becn examin'd by Perlons 
appointed tor that Purpofe. 

They write from Drefden, that King Auguftus 
has ordered a Draught to be made out of hts Saxon 
Forces of 300 pick’d Men, about the Age of 30, 
with a Defign to fend them asa Prefent to the Cza- 
rina, together with feveral Pieces of Brafs Cannon : 
And ‘tis even faid, that his Majefty will alo fend 
her a whole Regiment about next Spring. The 
Bicth Day of the Duke of Saxe Mertburg, was 
lately celebrated in a very grand Manner at the City 
of that Name, to which there came above 4000 
Students from Leipfic, Hall and Jena, to partake ia 
the Rejoicings upon that Occafion. 

His Britannick Majefty fet out laft Monday Fort- 
night as ‘oon as he had din’d, from Herenhaufen in 
a light Chaife to Gifhorn where he  fupp’d in 
Publick, and was to proceed from thence in a Day 
ot two to the Gohrde, where he propofed to continue 
till about the 3d or 4th of next Month, and has 
fent for'a Company of German Comedians to play 
there during his Stay. ‘The Day after he arrived at 
Giff horn, they hunted in the Foreft of Droemeling. 

Next Day his Excellency Mr. Horace Walpole, 
fer out after Dioner with his Clerks and the King’s 
Chaplains directly for the Gohrde, without paffing 
thru’ Giffhorn; and all the Scate Meflengers are 
likewife gone for the Gobrde to attend his Majefty’s 
Orders.

lou'y and Complaints of the Maritime Powers ; and 
of late too, the Spaniards feem to have fhook off their 
Character of Lazinefs, by their Induftry in eftablim- 
ing Manufactures both in Europe and America; and 
the Company which they are now fetrling in Bifcay, 
is look'd upon with a jealous Eye bozh by the Englifh 
and Dutch ; to which, all the Anfwer they make is, 
That furely they may do what they pleafe in their own 
J ervriter.¢s, 

‘Tis taid, that feveral Bankers in Holland, have 
received Advice from Spain, that the Sums of Money 
which the Baron de Neuhoff Jately received by two 
Spanifh Ships, were fent him from Cadiz by Order 
of the Spanifh Court.
